ARIZONA. 
A Bad Man Lynched. 
M in e ral P a rk , February 231 (via Pres­ 
cott, February 25cb).—New» has just reached 
the Alta Arizona office of a dreadful tragedy 
at Hackburry, thirty miles from this town. 
J. O. Weldon, a desperate character, on the 
20th instant, shot and almost instantly killed, 
without any provocation, a good and peace­ 
able citizen by tbe name of John Bullock. 
The citizens immediately rushed to the scene 
of tbe shooting and opened fire on Weldon, 
which ho returned, elightly wounding Indian 
Agent Charles Spencer. The citizens at 
length shot Weldon through the breast, and, 
after bis pistol was emptied, he surrendered. 
He wee held in custody by Deputy Sheriff 
Davis till the night of the 21et, when a party 
of fifteen men toik him out and hanged him 
to the beam of a blacksmith shop. Weldon 
declared pub'icly, a short time ago, that he 
was glad that Gaiteau had killed Garfield. 
An Assassin K illed. 
L< s Angeles, February 25th —A Russian 
named Angelo, at Yuma, A T , attempted 
to assassinate Dr. Taggart, hie landlord, fay 
shooting with a pialol. Thirteen shots were 
fired, during which Angelo was killed and the 
doctor was shot in the abdomen. It is 
thought the doctor will recover. 
Tbe Condem ned Indian Murderers. 
W illcox, February 25tb.—Preparations for 
hanging Eskilsha, Dandy Jim and Dead 
Shot, the three Indian sconts who revolted at 
Cibica, ar« completed at Fort Grant. The 
execution ia fixed for Friday next, March 31. 
Major Chaffee’s company, 8ixth Cavalry, 
and Lieutenant Von Shrader’s company of 


Indian scouts are ordered hers for temporary 
duty, and will arrive to-morroW. 
W ashington, February 25'h.—Tiffany, of 
the San_Carli>8 Agency, A. T., telegraphs to 
the Indian Bureau that the Indians at that 
agency are uneasy and excited in connection 
with the approacLiug txecution of the three 
condemned Indian ecouts, fixed for Mareh 1st. 
He says that the other Indian prisoners are 
complaining of the long confinement without 
trial, and assert that they surrendered coder 
the pledge of a speedy and fair trial, and of 
being furnished good counsel. Tiffany earn­ 
estly recommends that the President post­ 
pone the execution of these scouts until the 
case against the other Indian prisoners, ar­ 
rested for complicity in the treachery for 
which these scouts were condemned, is de­ 
cided. He evidently apprehends trouble if 
tbe execution is carried out, and B ay s the in­ 
habitants in the vicinity all fear tiouble with 
the Indians unless the execution is postponed. 
As the War Department ha* control of these 
condemned scouts and the other prisoners 
arrested with them, Tiffany’s dispatch was 
sent to the Secretary of War, by whom it 
will be submitted to the President. 
NEVADA. 
A Large Enterprise O n p lrled . 
Candalaria. February 25th.—The water 
of the White Mountain W ater Company be­ 
gan running through its pipes into Candalaria 
this afternoon. The people are jubilant at 
the success of this gigantic enterprise. Its 
influence wi!l be very materially felt in Co­ 
lumbus Mining District, the near advent of 
the Carson and Colorado Railway assistirg 
such feeling in a great measure. 
Item s from E nrrka 
E ureka, February 26ih.—Assessor W al­ 
lace’s bullion tax books show that the value 
of ores extracted from the various mines of 
Knreka district sire* 1873 amount to §30,­ 
046,002 32. Mr. Wallace has no data of tbe 
previous four years, as this conntv was then 
a portion of Lander, and all the records be­ 
longed to that county. 
Jacob MorgaD, an old miner on Prospect 
Mountain, has been missing since last Tues­ 
day, and fears are entertained that he has 
been fc vt’ly dealt with. 
Andrew Jackson, a gambler, disappeared 
from Eureka on Monday night, the 13th of 
February. It was peetnmed at the time that 
he had left town by rail, had gone south on 
foot, or else had taken refuge with some of 
his Swede countrymen on Ruby Hill. Dili­ 
gent inquiry for his whereabouts was made at 
the time, however, and it waB pretty well de­ 
termined that he had not left the neighbor­ 
hood.

OREGON. 
W arehouse Destroyed by Fire-M an 
K illed. 
P ortland, February 20tfc. — The On- 
gonian’s Corvallis special says: At 2 o’clock 
this morning a Sro broke out in the mam­ 
moth warehouse of W. A. Wells, near the 
West Side depot, and the building, with its 
contents, between 12,000 and 15,000 bushels 
of wheat ar.d 25,000 to £0,000 gram bag*, was 
totally destroyed. Loss on warehouse, 810,­ 
000; insurance, §7 500—§4,000 in the Con­ 
necticut and §3,500 in the Scottish Union 
and National. Part of the wheat was owned 
by farmers ; intured in Imperial and Lon­ 
don, Northern and Queen. 
George P. 
Wrenn, ex-Chief Engineer of the fire de­ 
partment and a hiehly respected citizen, was 
instantly killed by a falling timber. The 
depot was saved by the strenuous efforts of 
tho firemen. The loss to the railroad com­ 
pany in ties, rails ard outbuilding», was 
§550. The fire was of ineendiary origin. 
The Portland M urderers. 
P ortland, February 26tb.—Carrie Brad­ 
ley, Sullivan and Mahone arrived here at 
noon, and were driven immediately to the 
County Jail. In an interview, Bradley re­ 
fused to say any thing about the crime, except 
that she knew nothing at all about Brown’s 
death. She maintains the utmost coolness 
and nonchalance. She will probably he ar­ 
raigned Tuesday morning, the State Circuit 
Court being in session. 
WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
Cause of a Chinaman's Suicide. 
Oltmi’IA, February 25th.—It is thought 
that the Chinaman whose body was found 
recently on the flats committed tuicide while 
temporarily ¡Dsaoe. He is said to have loaned 
another Chinaman jgp80 and failed to get it 
back, which caused Insanity. 
Snow fell this racrning, followed by a con­ 
tinuous rain-storm. 


A C ypress’ R ecup erativ e P ow er.—In 
a communication to the W est Chester 
(Penn.) Record, Mr. Isaac W . Van Leer, 
of Chester county, says : “ In the South­ 
ern swamps the deciduous cypress sends up 
knobs from its roots, like straw bee-hivt-s, 
apparently to air them by keeping part 
above water. W e have a tree of that vari­ 
ety on our lawn (a sandy loam where water 
never comes except when it rain?) that con­ 
tinues to push up its round knobs as if 
it was growing in the Dismal Swamp in 
Virginia. Perhaps another peculiarity of 
the cypress may be new to some of your 
readers. A fter transplanting, it grew np 
a beautiful cone, until it reached about 40 
feet in hight, when a storm of sleet and 
wind broke off about one-third of its length, 
leaving the 
five remaining limbs of 
equal length—6 by 9 feet—standing round 
at an angle of 45’. Its beauty being de­ 
stroyed, I only waited for a convenient 
opportunity to remove i t ; but I soon ob­ 
served that one of tbe five long limbs 
was turning up acd taking the place of the 
missing top. After its erect position was 
assumed it grew three feet to its fellow’s 
one, and the tree is now as straight and 
symmetrical a cone as before its accident, 
w ithout crook, bend, or enlargement at the 
place of fracture. 
I have noticed two 
sprigs of one year’s growth on evergreens 
turn np in this way, but did not euppose a 
limb seven or eight feet long, with many 
side limbs, and five or six years old would 
act in the same way. W hen the leaves arc 
down you can see where the break was 
made, by the upper limb being more slen­ 
der and the bark smooth.’’

R ailroad A rrangem ent. 
Boston, February 25th.—A traffic arrange­ 
ment was made to-day between the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe, securing tbe comple­ 
tion cf the Atlantic and Pacific, end making 
the Southern Pacific route the main line. 
A R em arkable E ditorial. 
N ew Y ork, February 25;h.—The Tribune 
has the following remarkable editorial: 
Guiteau has made a Supreme Judge as well 
as a President, and he i* nothing yet. There 
is not a human being in the country so ignor­ 
ant as to believe that Roscee Conkling would 
have been awarded the highest judicial office 
in the gift of the President if a cold blooded 
assassin had not first murdered the President 
whom the people elected. For that horrible 
murder no man living is thought by the peo­ 
ple of the United States more responsible 
than Conkling himself. 
The President 
gave him five-sixths of tbe important 
patronage of this State, but he de­ 
manded it all. 
Oa the nomination 
of single man whom he disliked, he declared 
war upon the Administration, fought it in 
the Senate till be found the struggle hope­ 
less, then betrayed his party and threw the 
Senate into the hands of the opposition by 
resigning, and then besought the State of 
New York to return him with letters of 
marque as a licensed privateer to wage war 
upon bis own people. Conkling was beaten 
in his own State ia the contest he invited— 
overwhelmingly, hopelessly, disgracefully 
beaten. A Legislature of Lis own creat­ 
ures dared not re-ele-t him. Tbe peo­ 
ple of ths State were as a hundred to 
one against him. When he returned defeated 
from Albany he ciuld nat have been elected 
Road Supei vi/or or Justice of the Peace in 
the strongest Republican connty of tbe Stati. 
Then Guiteau stole up behind Gaifisld and 
fired his shot, and now the man whom Gui­ 
teau made President makes Roscoe Conkling 
Judge of the Supreme Court of tbe United 
States. These are simple historie facts, known 
to everybody, undisputed by nobody. We 
recall them now merely to set this appoint­ 
ment in the light of attendant facts. If the 
nomination were otherwise a fit one, some­ 
thing would he pardoned to the per­ 
sonal friendship and personal gratitude of the 
late Vice-President; but the nomination is, 
on other gr< nnd?, notoriously unfit. Conk- 
ling has no standing at the Bar to entitle him 
to he .ven thought of in conra jtion with the 
Supreme Bench. He has had co considerable 
prac ice since his youth : he has been retained 
in no cases save those which come in the way 
of pay for political infhieno? ; the appearances 
he has made iu Court have been t uch as to 
provoke contempt and ridicule of real law­ 
yers. On th¡3 point, in spile of the high po­ 
sition and great influence he had, there has 
scarcely been a divided opinion. 
The I’nlmer-Tllilrn Correspondence. 
S p rin g field (111.), February 25,h.—Ex- 
Governor John M. Palmer was interviewed 
to-day ia reference to the report that he trad 
received a proposition from Tilden to b-c.jme 
a candidate on the ticket with him for nomin­ 
ation in 1881, and said there was nothing of 
it—that the report was purely sensational. 
The reporter said, “ I Buppese, Governor, 
that I may then denv that you have received 
such a proposition.” He replied, “ It’s a 
peneation ; that’s all.”

W ords cannot picture the 
sufferings they endured in the forty six 
days in an open b o at; days when the 
tropical sun was slowly parching the life 
out of a ll; when the m other saw one babe 
waste away to death for the lack of even 
such scanty nourishment as had to be dealt 
out to all ; days when the clear-headed 
Captain had to tie to the thw arts two of 
the crazed sailors to prevent them from 
feastÍDg in fact npon the weaker ones, upon 
whom their delirium-lighted eyes flashed 
hungrily, longingly; days when distant 
sails would loom up, wildly revive sinking 
hope, disappear, and drive hope into a 
gTeater, blacker distance ; days when the 
sufferings of all were nearly ended by 
drowning, when the crazed men’s wild 
plungiDg nearly capsized the boat. It is a 
horrible picture, and one which the im­ 
agination alone can attem pt feebly to paint.

I t seems th at th e thieves and their or­ 
gans are extrem ely glad because Mr. Sar­ 
gent has not been nom inated Secretary of 
th e Interior. 
The reason of this rejoicing 
on th e p art of th e thieves constitutes the 
m ost 
conclusive 
proof 
th a t 
President 
A rth u r m ade a m ost serious m istake in 
changing his m ind on th is question. 
The 
people who are delighted to have M r. 
Sargent k ept out of the C abinet, and who 
arc no doubt equally pleased to have him 
scut out of the country, ore precisely those 
against whose m achinations th e adm inis­ 
tration has the strongest m otives for pro­ 
viding. 
The opposition and enm ity to 
Sargent from beginning to end has been 
th e opposition and enm ity of alarmed 
scoundrels, and it is th is class which 
expects to reap th e benefit of the Presi­ 
dent's- action. 
Mr. A rth u r has in tru th 
missed a great opportunity of strengthening 
his adm inistration. 
A t present he has not 
one really powerful man in his Cabinet. 
E very departm ent is presided over by 
m ediocrity. 
T his is ju st w hat the rings 
and the thieves want, bu t it is not w hat 
th e people w ant, and it is not th e kiod of 
arrangem ent to build up a public senti­ 
m ent favorable to the A dm inistration. 
Mr. 
Sargent would have been the m ost useful 
m an in the Cabinet. 
And though it is 
tru e th at he himself has benefited by the 
P resident's infirm ity of purpose, th a t in­ 
firm ity of purpose has deprived the country 
and th e It- publican party of th e very best 
m m who has been named for the Intc 
rior D epartm ent. 
A fter declining to put 
Sargent there, however, the President can 
scarcely listen to the advice of these who 
are urging Chaffee for the place.

tra s t would be altogether too m arked in 
th a t selection. 


A C H LO R O FO R M ST O R Y . 


A story comes from K entucky which 
deserves to cap th e climax for wildness 
and extravagance, though it is told quite 
soberly, and as if it were m atter of fact. 
I t is to the effect th a t the discovery of the 
perpetration of a horrible crim e had been 
m ade through a death-fced confession. 
A 
house was burned, and the owner, w ith six 
children, perished. 
I t is now said th at 
“ Dr. Jam es N. Brandon of Coneyville on 
“ hiB deatb-bed confessed th at he and John 
“ W hittingU l and Bill T aj lor W hittingill, 
“ did th e deed. 
B rm don says th a t they 
' ‘took a syringe and threw chloroform 
“ through the keyholes into the different rooms, 
“ and w aited until it had caused a deep 
“ sleep."’ 
This entitles K entucky to the 
prize offered by the S szu ac Lying Clnb for 
th e m ost audacious lie on record. 
B a t 
a fter all the story is not artistic. 
I t ought 
to have inform ed th e public how many 
hundred gallons of chloroform it took to 
send th e victim s into “ ad eep sleep” when 
adm inistered in the way stated. 
C ertainly 
it m ay be regarded as indubitable th at 
there was not enough of the drug in K en­ 
tu ck y to send these 
people to sleep. 
“ Squirted it through the k e y !oles," in­ 
deed ; if any such story has been told by 
anyone on a death-bed, it m ust be th at the 
cause of death was delirium tremens, and 
th a t the morbid im agination of th e patient 
created th e ridiculous incident. 
P u t it is 
evident th a t 
they continue 
to raise a 
fine article of unsophisticated journalists 
in K entucky, or thi3 harrow ing tale would 
no t have been gravely sent over the wires 
as a piece of genuine news. 


W hen D. J . Murphy- w as shot in Court 
by poiiee officer M oronev, he declared th a t 
ho was “ m urdered for doing his d uty to 
“ Lis c’ien t.” In th a t exclam ation no doubt 
m any, and especially law yers, will recog­ 
nize a ju st claim to m artyrdom . 
W e do 
not know enough concerning the case out 
of w hich th is assassination grew, to be 
able to Eay w hether M urphy really invited 
the a tta ck by resorting to calum ny and 
persecution, b u t the facts so far as k n o a n 
certainly m ake it possible to take this view. 
And the question of the. lim its of a law ­ 
yer’s d u ty to his client seems to be pre­ 
sented in this case. 
The man whom M ur­ 
phy ha3 been defending is old, rich, aDd 
charged w ith a most serious offense, namely, 
tam pering w ith young girls. 
The defense 
b is attem pted to show th at the accusation 
was a blackm ailing movement, and th a t 
officer M oroney, who was the prosecuting 
policeman, had concocted it in order to 
bleed th e defendant. 
Now it would be 
scarcely possibly to brm g a more serious 
accusation than this against an officer, and 
to bring such a charge falsely would be a 
crim e so black th at th e accused person 
could hardly be blam ed for doing anything, 
how ever desperate, in retaliation. 
There 
are law j era who have persuaded themselves 
th a t it is legitim ate, we will not say to 
com m it flat perjury in a case of this kind, 
out to attem p t to mislead the ju ry by 
basing the m ost serious charges upon the 
most insulficient and w orthless evidence. 
Knowing perfectly well th a t they cannot 
sustain their allegations, and expecting th at 


their pretense of proving w hat they allege 
will be ruled out of the Court, they yet 
calculate th at the ju ry will be influeccíd 
more or less by the calum ny, and th at 
therefore it will not be wasted. 
One of the commonest mc-thods adopted 
for th is purpose is th a t of injurious im pli­ 
cations. 
A hostile w itness, for example, 
will be asked in a suspicious tone if be was 
ever arrested, or if he ever resided in A us­ 
tralia ; and if he adm its th a t he ha3 been 
in th at colony th e counsel forthw ith con­ 
veys to the ju ry his conviction th at the 
witness is a “ Sydney duck,” th a t is to 
say, an ex-convict. 
This kind of thing has 
become so habitual w ith m any criminal 
law yers th at they- now regard it as one of 
their special privileges. 
B ut they have no 
such rig h t to insult witnesses. 
I t is only 
when they have positive inform ation ju sti­ 
fying th e belief th a t the record of a witness 
is vulnerable, th a t th ey are w arranted in 
taking this line. 
W hen th e y e n le a v o r to 
stigm atize all hostile w itnesses w ithout 
discrim ination or justification, they over­ 
step th eir jurisdiction, and they lay them - 
selve liable to th e punishm ent which the 
w anton and deliberate slanderer deserves 
at all times. 
The licentiousness of many 
law yers has indeed become intolerable. 
W e can call to m ind several men now at 
the crim inal bar of this State, who have 
habitually abused th eir positions ia the 
m anner referred to, and who appear to 
think th a t any dam aging im putation upon 
the character of a hostile witness is per­ 
missible, under the plea of d uty to their 
client. 
These men have deeply injured 
m any previously fair reputations, by their 
reckless em ploym ent of th is artifice, and 
they have no doubt often cheated Justice 
by casting unm erited doubt upon the evi­ 
dence for the prosecution. 
In the case under notice we have said 
th a t too little was know n to m ake dogma­ 
tism possible, b u t nevertheless th e prim a 
facie probability m ust be perceived to be 
strongly against the theory of the defense. 
In support of th a t theory they have al­ 
ready called more than one w itness of no­ 
toriously bad character, and the m ost 
specific statem ent inculpating Moroney ap­ 
pears to have been made by a person whose 
oath would not be believed by anyone who 
was acquainted w ith his past history. 
The 
detailed testim ony of the witnesses for the 
prosecution, namely the children, does not 
suggest the idea of a conspiracy, while the 
superiors and comrades of officer M oroney 
unite in testifying to his efficiency, ac­ 
tiv ity and integrity, during bis service on 
th e force. 
U nder the circumstances, it is 
clear th a t it would require very plain and 
strong testim ony to w arrant th e belief 
th at th e D olliver case was gotten up 
for black-m ail purposes. 
The course of the 
defense, moreover, has not been th at of 
counsel who rely upon the conscious inno­ 
cence of th eir client. 
I t has rath er been 
th a t of men bent upon evading justice by 
every subterfuge. 
B ut the counsel for the 
defense have attacked officer M orcney-with 
a virulence and persistence in no way ex­ 
plained or justified by any of the testim ony 
offered by them in support of th eir plea of 
conspiracy, and it is only necessary to sup­ 
pose th e innocence of the accused officer 
to become able to realize bis exasperation 
at being thus hounded while striving to do 
his d u ty faithfully. 
No doubt his final recourse was wrong and 
hia revenge cow aidly. B ut when law yers un­ 
dertake to remove all restraint from their 
tongues, when, to serve clients who may 
be th e m ost execrable villains, th ey blast 
the character of upright and honest men ; 
when their extravagant and preposterous 
notions of th eir d u ty to th eir client lead 
them to become slanderers and calum niators 
and liars and foul aspersers, it is too much 
for them to expect th a t their victim s will 


alw ays be submissive, or th a t they may 
not some day rouse a spirit prepared to go 
even further than they them selves have 
proceeded. 
The question w hether w it­ 
nesses in .criminal cases have any rights is 
one which in fact requires to be determ ined. 
The public are certainly not prepared to 
adm it th a t attorneys are entitled to insult 
and libel every hostile w itness w ith im ­ 
punity. 
Juries indeed havs repeatedly 
testified to their belief in a “ higher law ,” 
where th e honor of a man has been a t­ 
tacked, and it is not to be doubted th a t a 
sentim ent som ew hat analogous would be 
very ap t to arise iu cases where proof was 
furnished th a t th e brow beating law yer had 
overstepped th e proper lim its of his posi­ 
tion. 
I t may be in the present case th at 
D. J . M urphy was justified in w hat he said 
of Moroney. B ut m ost assuredly M oroney’s 
rash a ct cannot be regarded as supporting 
the theory of his guilt in the D olliver case.

THE NEW PAsLUKSSTABY RDL33. 


T he new rules of procedure proposed by 
Mr. G ladstone are, in brief, as follows : 
The Speaker is to have authority to briDg 
a debate to an end, or as we should say, 
to move the previous question, b u t the 
proposition m ust be supported on a d i­ 
vision by more than 200 members, or op­ 
posed by- lets than 40. 
Again, no member 
shall be entitled to m ake m ere than one 
dilatory m otion in Com mittee of the W hole. 
H itherto every m em ber m ight speak as 
often as be pleased, or as often as ho could 
catch th e eye of the Speaker. 
M otion for 
adjournm ent is n et to be in order until 
the m otions of the day have been disposed 
of. 
Provision is made for bringing im ­ 
portant questions before the Honse under 
th e plea of “ urgency,” in despite of 
factious opposition. In draw ing bills mem­ 
bers m ay only speak to the whole question 
on one of the readings. 
Heretofore this 


could be done on each of the three read­ 
ings. 
T hs Speaker may suspend a m em ber 
whom be has been forced to “ cam e,” for a 
week, a m onth, or the rem ainder of the 
session. 
Bills are to be referred to great 
standingccm m ittecs, each composed of from 
sixty to eighty members, instead of being 
exam ined clause by t lause in Com mittee of 
th e W hole. 
The cloture, of which so much 
has been said, is really nothing more than 
our previous question, 
only th a t it is 
moved by the Speaker instead of by a 
member. 
♦ ♦ . , 
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TELUSG THE TRUTH. 


I t is refreshing to find a t least one R us­ 
sian journal teTing the tru th about Sko- 
belofFs speech, in declaring th a t he voiced 
th e sentim ents oi millions o f Russians. 
F or this is undoubtedly- th e actual fact, 
and it is further shown by the preparations 
which are being ma le to welcome the G en­ 
eral on Lis return to St. Petersburg. 
N or 
can it be questioned serious'y th a t despite 
its polite representations to G erm any the 
R ussian G overnm ent ¡3 covertly support­ 
ing this movement. 
I t would of course be 
impossible for any journal to approve Sko- 
belofTs speech in defiance of th e censorship, 
nor would the m eetings to welcome him be 
perm itted if they were co t serving a pu r­ 
pose. 
There ara indications th a t the advo­ 
cates of Panslavism either have obtained, 
or are about to obtain, the ascendancy in 
Russia, and if th a t happens, or when it 
happens, a rupture w ith G erm any will be 
alm ost certain. 
The conflict betw een T eu­ 
ton and Siav m ust be fought out event­ 
ually, no m atter w hat pauses occur in it, 
and though th e results of the past seem to 
w arrant the belief th at the Slavs will go 
to the wall in th¡3 struggle, they are still 
form idable and persistent enough to give 
their adversaries a great deal of .trouble in 
th e m eantim e. 
A t this m oment the upris­ 
ing in D alm atia is giving tho Panslavist 
Russians an opportunity of w hich they 
have not been slow- to avail themselves, 
and it is quite possible th a t the issue of 
this sm all war may be to give R ussia a new 
and strong hold upon th e trans-D unubiac 
peoples, and to shake the allegiance of Aus­ 
tria's Slavonic regions to the center. 


TÜ5KSY RECOGNIZING THS SITUATION. 


The Porte, it is said, has undertaken to 
assist A ustria by detaching a num ber of 
battalions to keep the A lbanians from act­ 
ing in support of M ontenegro. 
The pre­ 
sum ption is th a t the Porte recognizes the 
hand of Russia under the present compli­ 
cations, and Í3 therefore willing to throw 
itself into the arm s of A ustria. 
C ertainly 
there is very little room for choice in this 
regard. 
A ustria is no more friendly to 
Turkey than R ussia is. 
Both are intent 
upon getting all they can from the decay­ 
ing empire, and if the T urk possessed any 
judgm ent he would be likely to let these 
powers fight it out betw een themselves. 
A ustria will no doubt retu rn th¡3 favor, 
however, by doing th e Porte an in ju ry at 
the earliest opportunity, for th a t is the 
A ustrian way of evincing gratitude. 


AU3TR&LASU. 


Small-pox In A ustralia—R ailroad M atters 
—P rosperity in New Zealand. 


T he steam er C ity of New- York arrived 
at San Francisco Saturday from Sydney, 
January 2Gtb, A uckland, January 31st, and 
Honolulu, February 16th : 


AUSTRALIA. 
The Sydney M ail of January 23d says : 
W e have again to look to th e neighboring 
Colonies fur the heaviest item s in the w eek’s 
record of small-pox. 
In the M elbourne 
quarantine-ground m atters are reported os 
unequivocally bad. 
The disease has made 
progress, selecting several more victim s ; 
one case has proved fatal. 
The detained 
passengers 
have 
become 
dow nhearted, 
owing to the proved fatality of the dis­ 
ease and th e lack of necessary comforts. 
In Adelaide, also, other cases have oc­ 
curred, but none at present have resulted 
in death. 
The guard around th e quaran­ 
tine-ground has been strengthened, aud 
every precaution taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 
R eports from all parts of V ictoria refer 
to the immense damage done by th e recent 
gales to farm s and orchards. 
Bush fires 
are also prevalent. 
A lbury has been shocked by a deplorable 
accident. 
January 23d 
three sisters— 
Eliza, aged 22, M ary Ann, aged 19, and 
C atherine Pestorelia, aged 13—all living in 
A lbury, the tw o elder being dressm akers, 
w ent to bathe in the M urray and were 
drowned. 
H eavy gales have ocourred a t P o rt D ar­ 
win, in the N orthern Territory. 
The E ng­ 
lish and Scottish Bank, in course of erec­ 
tion, was blown down, and other local 
damage done. 
M auy buildings were com­ 
pletely demolished. 


NEW ZEALAND. 
The A uckland H erald says : The Colony 
is undoubtedly in a solid position, and is 
advancing rapidly in prosperity. 
The 
Custom returns and all the other indices of 
revenue are favorable ; capital ¡3 plentiful, 
and the investm ents safe, while em ploy­ 
m ent is plentiful and well rem unerated. 
The harvest promises well throughout the 
Colonv, and has been specially favorable 
in W aikato. 
H arvesting is in full operation through­ 
out the Colony. T he yield in the N orth 
lriaud is generally satisfactory, b ut in 
N orth Orago and South C anterbury it is 
greatly below the uanal average, owing to 
the drought. 
T he im provem ent in the C ity of A uck­ 
land is still continued, and substantia! 
buildings are being erected in all direc­ 
tions. 
The m ost im portant political event of re­ 
cent tim es for New 7. :a!and is th at Mawhiao, 
“ the Maori K ing,” who has m aintained an 
independent state since the war, who has 
prevented all Europeans from coming into 
his conntry, and who has been a constant 
menace to the peace of the W aikato dis 
trict, has come to A uckland w ith his prin­ 
cipal chiefs, and has been entertained by 
the citizens w ith a profuse hospitality, and 
has cordially reciprocated the sentim ents 
of peace aud good will expressed tow ard 
him.

“ I t ia a fact well known to a 
number of persons, and now proper to be 
made public, th at President Garfield had 
made ur> his mind to tffjr Mr. Conk'ing the 
same place to which his friend A rthur bus 
nominated him, nnd there is hardly any 
doubt that upm Garfield’s return from W ill­ 
iams Coliegc he would have d ine so.

If Garfield had done it, uob dy supposes for a 
moment that any one would have questioned 
it ” The m uñíate relations known to exist

nominated. 
There is some veiy decided op­ 
position to Conkling’s confirmation among 
the Republican Senators, but they may 
not attem pt to defeat his confirmation. 
One Republican Senator said to-day that if 
the Democratic Senators would indicate a 
disposition to reject Conkiing, ha thought a 
positive move for th at purpospewculd be in­ 
augurated ; but he said the Democrats ap­ 
pear indifferent, and are generally inclined 
to vote for the confirmation, though several 
who don’t like Conkiing openly declare their 
intention to vote against him. 
Conkiing has

INDIAN 
BUBIAL-CAVE3. 


Dr. E d ward Palm er, who has been w ork­ 
ing under the direction of the Peabody 
Museum of Archa-ology of Cambridge, 
M ass., has explored several caverns in 
southw estern Coahuila, Mexico, th a t were 
loDg ago^ used as burial-place3 by the In ­ 
dians. 
These caves have been m entioned 
by a few writers, and stories have been 
told by people who visited them or heard 
of them nearly half a century ago, of the 
immense num ber of mummified hum an 
bodies th a t they contained. 
Since then 
the caves have been worked for n itir, and 
thousands of the mummies have been 
burned. 
Dr. Palm er has found a consider­ 
able num ber of the bundles undisturbed, 
and has brought 
them to Cambridge. 
Each bundle contains the bones of one or 
more hum an skeletons and ornam ents, im ­ 
plem ents, small baskets, articles of clothing, 
and other objects. 
The resem blance of the 
mummies w ith those found in th e caves of 
K entucky and Tennessee Í3 of particular 
interest. 
Among num erous objects of art 
from the collection which Dr. Palm er ex­ 
hibited at one of the m eetings of the Boston 
Soeietj- of N atural H istory were parts of a 
fringed sk irt,o n the edge of which feathers 
had been fastened ; a feather head-dress, 
braided Bandals, and pieces of finely and 
evenly woven cloth in different colored 
patterns. 
M any of th e things are not like 
those used by tho Indians of the present 
day ; and not a thing derived front Euro­ 
peans has been found, so far as can be 
learned, iu any of the caves. 
Dr. Palm er 
therefore thinks th a t th e bodies were 
placed where they were found long before 
th e Spanish conquest of the country.

The First Sunday In Lent—Some Sermons 
Abbreviated. 


Yesterday was the fir=t SJundiy of the 
Lenten reason, and in some of the churches 
the ?ervlevs were especially directed to food 
for thought in Lent. 
In St. Pauls Church 
(Episcopal) Rev. Carrol1 M. Davis preached 
from Matthew iv., 1, on the 6ubject, “ Temp­ 
tation.” 
He sai 1 tbst immediately after His 
j baptism 11 was Jesus led up of the spirit into 
the wilderness to be tempted of the devil.” 
It was the beginning of His ministry—the 
preparation for His work. 
Before He b-gan 
to preach He wished to bring Himself into 
fail harmony with His 
people—into full 
sympathy with their trials and temptations, 
that He might realize and uuders’and the 
needs and failings of mankind, aud be the 
batter able to minister to their wants. 
All 
craft and subtlety ware nred, quoting the 
very w rd of God, to cover up the sin of the 
request; but to no avail. 
The temptation of 
Christ in the w ili raess had not for its ob­ 
ject the proof of His divinity ; rather it was 
that He might leave us a worthy example of 
temptati na overcome. 
It was as a man 
that

He 
overcame, 
end 
the 
weapon 
which 
He u-ed 
was 
the 
“ aw rd of the epirit. w hich is tho word of 
God.” Each time His reply began. “ It is 
written." On the first Snnday in l^ent, he 
said, there was perhaps co more fitting 
theme then that of temptation. 
We may 
almost sav it is the one word wlii :h gums up 
the history of the soul’s life ou earth. 
There 
is implanted in every mortal a sinful nature. 
That it is easier to cto wrong thaa light, is the 
experience f all. 
Then there are our pas­ 
sions and appetites, the various and aliuricg 
follies and evils enticing us away from our 
path of duty. To all these temptations are we 
liable. 
Y et our peculiar natures or our eur- 
roundings make us especially weak in some 
one way. 
We may be endowed with almost 
ungov.-rnable tempers and passions ; we may 
by force of circumstances be thrown into 
wickrd surroundings; we may be afflicted 
with pride 
and 
?elf righteou3ness. 
And 
wherever we are weakest, there will we be of- 
tenest assailed. 
This season of Lent is a 
season cf trial; a special time óf proving 
which we love best, ourselves or our Maker, 
r.ur souls or our bodies, obedience to the 
Cburch or to our own inclination?. 
We 
should seek at this time also to fiad i ut our 
otvn special weaknesses, and strive to find 
some way of overcoming them. 
It is not. the mere gross and fl .'grant sirs 
that are iikeiy to tempt us the mosr. 
The 
opinion of society and the htim nsce.s of 
open sin are generally enough to make us re­ 
frain from ti.ese. 
But it is the le.-scr and 
m-re hid tea -ins which are the most danger* 
ons. 
For, bcicg allowed by the world, we 
tiy to find an txcu-e for ourselves, the con­ 
science becomes deadened, and we become 
hardened in our sin. 
Our life in the fhsh ia 
but a probation. 
Placed here amid all the 
temptations sad allurements to which flesh is 
hrir, aud with r. roture proneto ein, surely 
it is no easy task to keep always the right 
road. 
Shall we r- ly on ourselves to resist 
wholly? We can but fail. 
Then what is 
cur hope? 
“ Truly our hope is even in 
Gurist.” By the sacrifice upon the cross of 
Calvary, of Him who wa-i tempted like as we 
are, yet without ?in, thsre tvae offered a 
means of escape from the powers of .Satan. 
But our Redeemer has net promised to do 
all, for He has commanded us to “ watch and 
pray, lest we enter into temptation.” 
With 
a fervent aud humble spirit should we take 
this admoniti d to our hearts. 
W atch! for 
the tempter is ever watchful. 
Guard the 
soul as the moat precious treasure. 
Strive to 
overcome the known faults. 
Know well that 
if we discover a fault in ourselves, and do pot 
use every endeavor with watching and with 
prayer to overcome, and cease not until, with 
Christ’s help, we do overcome, we are not 
improving. 
W e are only deadening cur con­ 
science and smoothing the path for the next 
assault ot the tempter. 
Unr every thought 
aud action is a step forward or backward; 
there is no standing still. 
And if we endure

of mind and a loving hope in this world, and 
in the world to come the promises of our dear 
Redeemer. 
The service for the first Sunday in Lent 
was engaged in by a large congregation at St. 
Ross (Catholic) Church at 10:30 yesterday 
morning. 
The serruou was by Rev. Father 
Walsh, who took 
for his subject, “ The 
Temptation of Christ by Satan.” 
He slid 
that while it. might seem strange to the Chris­ 
tian that the Son of God should be led aside 
by the devil to be tempted, yet a study of the 
subject revealed how wise a part of His work 
it waa. 
Christ came to destroy the works of 
the devil, just ae he died to destroy the work 
of death—He chose to be tempted that His 
power over temptation might be made mani­ 
fest. 
Thus he chess to destroy the tempter 
Satan is able to, and does, deceive us—to fool 
us ; and so all who commit sin must come to 
confess their foolishness, sooner or later. 
It 
was because of his superior intelligence that 
Satan was able to deceive the sons of n.en 
and lead them to folly. 
Bat Christ humbled 
the pride of Satan ; the divine intellect was 
greater than hi?, and before it his could not 
endure. 
Christ’s intellect was not in the or­ 
der of creation, but was divine. But he was 
also man, with a human intellect also, and 
human courage. 
W ith these attributes he 
advanced to the conflict with Satan. 
The 
latter, after a success that had lasted four 
thousand year”, approached under the per­ 
mission to tempt tho Son of God. 
He had 
the notion that if he could make captive the 
Lord, he would achieve his highest triumph. 
Christ 
waa 
wonderful in 
the 
eyes of 
Satau: a 
mystery, the very mouDt of 
holiness. 
That 
mystery 
he 
desired to 
fathom, and so he went to tempt Him to 
yield to hi? power. 
So it was that He con­ 
veyed in H is very words the doubt and the 
temptation that wa? to solve the mystery—if 
thim be the Son of God, change these stones 
to bread : so ran the temptation ; if thou be 
tho Son of God, c.st thyself from the pinna­ 
cle, and Ha will bear thee np. 
As if God 
w uld use His divine power to prove to Satan 
that Christ wa3 His only begotten son. 
But 
in these tempt itions Satan, being discomfited, 
in his de-pa r tried yet sgaiD, and point­ 
ing cut all the kingdoms of the world, of­ 
fered them to our Lird if He would fall 
down and adore him. Then the Lord showed 
His power, and crushed the evil one with the 
command, begone Satan, the Lord God shalt 
thou adore. 
Thus did Christ triumph over 
Satan. 
In like manner Satan tries to deceive 
us and lead us captive. 
But the temptation 
of Christ destroyed the power of temptation 
for n?, if we will it. 
Temptation is the test 
of fidelity, as, Job’s temptation for instance, 
was to try his faithfulness. 
The saints of 
God in aL ages have been tempted as trials 
of fideli y. 
O urL'rd was not tempted for 
that, but that He might be to us a guide 
aud an example. 
The temptation of the 
devil 
that 
He 
should 
command 
the 
stones 
to 
be 
bread, is typical of the 
iurt of the fl??h that Would glorify itself; the 
temptation to wor-hip Satan, typical of the 
lust of the eyes whereby we would win power 
among men ; the temptation to cast Himself 
from the pinnacle was typical of the pride of 
lif?, that we may be soen of men, etc. 
The 
lust of the flesh allures us ; the lust of tho 
eyes dazzles us ; the pride of life appeals to 
our selfi-hoefs snd vanity. Jesus was tempted 
and was sad. 
When temptation comes to us, 
we can be saved from it but by Christ alone. 
The Lord was tempted for a purpose of joy, 
symbolized, in the words of the gospel, by the 
triumph of joy that followed it; for when 
Satan L it Him the angels came and minis­ 
tered unto Him. 
Triumph over temptation 
is one of the highest forms of j >y. So tempta­ 
tion has been the trial and the salvation of the 
many, and has proved to be their greatest joy. 
Temptation gives us the opportunity to crush 
the evil one, and to obtain in our triumph 
over evil the crown of joy that is to us con­ 
solation and strength. 
During Lent, in St. Rose’s Church, mass 
will be celebrated daily at 8 A. M , aud at 7:30 
p. M 
there will be devotional services on 
Wednesdays and Fridays. 
Iu the German Lutheran Church yesterday, 
the psstor, Rev. Dr. Tsubner, took his text 
from Luke xxiii.. 43. 
The subject was “ The 
Pr. mi?e of the Eternal King." 
He treated 
his subject by considering, first, the message 
of eternal lire: second, the clear testim -ny 
that is given of Christ’s glory; and, third, 
the blessed sermon in the free pardoD. With 
deep emphasis and in eloquent language the 
speaker dwelt on the words of “ to-day,” 
“ His glory," and “ free pardon.” 
During 
the Lenton season, which includes the seven 
Sundays preceding Easter, Dr. Taubner will 
preach a course of sermons on “ Theáaven 
Words of Jesui on the Cross.”

T E E 
LATE STORM. 


The following item relative to the storm is 
furnished by Sergeant James A. Barwiek, of 
the Signal Service : The storm of Saturday 
first maae its appearance at Uiyupia and 
Portland at the noon report of Saturday 
(25ih), and at the night report it was raining 
from Olympia to San Diego, with the excep" 
tion of Red Bluff, Sacramento and Visalia, 
with southeasterly winds all along the coast 
and barometer falling. 
A notable occurrence 
was the fall of the barometer below its mean 
higbt for February all along the coast, show- 
ii g it to be one of tho largest and m&st exten­ 
sive storms of the season. 
It fell further be­ 
low its mean at Uiympia than at any other 
place, showing the storm’s center to he north 
of Olympia, going eastward. 
The southern 
limit of the storm reached to San Diego, and 
probably still further south, and its distance 
from its center on the Dorthtidei3i ot known. 
It must have been a storm with a diamet-r 
north and south of 1,500 or 2,000 miles. 
It 
passed ripidly fiom the coast during t e 
morning of the 20ih (Sunday) a3 was indi­ 
cated by a rapidly rising barometer, with 
wind veering from eoutbeast to south and 
southwest at the 
noon report, while 
at 
the 
night 
or 8 
o’clock 
report 
last 
night 
the 
barometer 
was rising 
very 
rapidly 
from 
Portland 
to 
San 
Fran­ 
cisco, while it was still falling slightly 
at Los Angeles and San Diego, showing tho-e 
stations to still he noder the influence of the 
storm. 
Tne weather was generally clear or 
clearing, v, i:h westerly wind and falling 
temperature. 
The total rainfall for each sta­ 
tion is as foil' w?, beginning wi»h the neon re­ 
port of Saturday, Februaiy 255b, and ending 
wirh the night report of Sunday, the 2fi:h: 
Olympia and Visalia was missing at the night 
report last night. 
The rainfall is therefore 
brought to and including the r.oon report cf 
yesterday (Sunday). 
Total rainfall for storm 
at Olympia, .73 of an inch ; Por land, 1 78 
inches ; Iloseburg, .34 of an inch ; lied Bluff, 
.4(3 of an inch; Sacramento; .65 of an inch ; 
San Francisco, .66 of an inch ; Visalia, .11 of 
an inch ; Los Angeles, 1 24 inches, and San 
Diego, .72 of an inch ; the heaviest rainfall, 
for the length of time rain fell, waa at Los 
Angeles—1.24 inches—a most acceptable one 
for that part of California. 
The rainfall 
here waa .(35 of an inch ; total for seaeon. 
10 29 inches. 
Deficiency a.9 compared with 
season of 1877, 10 03 inches; excess over sea­ 
son of 1878, 1.41 inch?? ; excess over season 
of 1879, .48 of an inch ; deficiencv as com­ 
pared with season of 1880, 12.77 inches. 
Average rainfall for past five seasons, to date, 
14 49 inches. 
Deficiency of present season 
over average for five years pa-si, 4.20 inch??, 
A few more «tom s like the pre-tat one will 
lower our deficiency very greatly. 
Judging 
from the rapidiy-ri-ing barometer, one veised 
in meteorological loro wotilJ be led to believe 
that the weather was in an unsettled stare, 
and a change from euashine to elnuds may be 
expected at any time, Whnn the fluctuations 
of the barometers are in suc'i a state of un­ 
rest a change of .15 to .20 of an inch in eL'.it 
or ten hours ia a sign of the unstable equilib­ 
rium 
of the atino-plieie—weather conse­ 
quently unsettled. 


JOHN LENTIN!, THE MURDLEaR, STILL 
AT LiPGE. 


Sheriff Heilbron, Coroner Vermilya and 
detective J?.ck?'n, of Sacramento, reached 
Troia’s place on Thur-'day night, accompanied 
by Sir. Quiggan, a bu?io?sa man of Galt, who 
directed the party to Troia’s house. Proceed­ 
ing thence to Lentini’s abode, the officers se­ 
creted themselves and awaited developments. 
Presently a moving figure was seen through 
the gloom, and surmising, as is probable, that 
the murderer had returned to procure food, 
they gave chase, and, rapidly gaining on him, 
found that the object was indeed Lentini. 
The assassin fled with the speed of despera­ 
tion for a full mite, when Quiggan fired a shot 
after him, which was promptly returned, but 
without effect, and then Lentini threw off his 
coat and hat and almost redoubled his speed, 
leaving bis pursuers far behind until his form 
was lost ia the i ijht. 
A distance of two and 
a half miles had already been traversed when 
theotlicer?, completely exhausted, were forced 
to abandon the chase. 
The whole country is 
thoroughly arou-.ed, and every precaution has 
been taken against the escape of the mur­ 
derer. 
The only conceivable motive that could 
have prompted the murderer to commit the 
awful crime was the fancied interference of 
the murdered woman in the domestic affairs 
of the murderer and his wife, the murdered 
woman’s sister. 
About five years ago John 
Lentini married the sister of the murdered 
woman, who was at that time living in the 
family of Vincent Galgiani, in Stockton. 
They lived together about three years, wheu 
Mrs. Lentini left her husband, unable longer 
to endure his brutality, and returned to V in­ 
cent Oalgiaui’s family, where she is now liv­ 
ing. One child was born to them, and this the 
murdered woman took care of for her ei3ter. 
The murderer often sought to have his wife 
i eturn to him, but she persistently refused, and 
her friends and relativis supported her in her 
refusal longer t^fcabmit to the heartless bru­ 
tality of her huSband, who has now become a 
murderer. 
The officers of San Jorquin 
county, a3 well as those of this county, are 
scouring the country for him. 
The murderer 
is of medium height, has black, deep set eye.?, 
carries his head shrugged down somewhat, 
and wears a hang-dog and villainous counte­ 
nance. 
He is pretty well known, and it is 
very probable that he will be caught.

A t San Francisco, Saturday tho Dolliver 
case w as on trial in th e Police C oart, D e­ 
partm ent 2, before Judge Rosenbaum and 
a ju ry . 
D. J. M urphy was senior counsel 
for the defense. 
T he D olliver cise has a t­ 
tracted m uch attention. 
D efendant 
is 
abont 60, and of good standing in the m er­ 
cantile com m unity. 
lie was charged w ith 
enticing yonng girls to his room. 
Officer 
John M oroney, of the regular force, was 
detailed to look up the case when the com­ 
plaints were first m ade to th e police. 
Sep­ 
tem ber 15th M oroney arrested D olliver on 
a w arrant. 
H e was charged on three com­ 
plaints w ith indecent 
conduct 
tow ard 
young girls. 
THE CASE. 
From th e outset of this case there was 
an unusual degree of feeliog exhibited on 
the p a rt of those who acted for the prose­ 
cution, as » ell as those who represented 
the defense. 
In the early stages of the 
case the arresting officer freely announced 
th a t he had been offered *500, and th at 
subsequently the offer wa3 ra u e l to §2,000, 
for him to -‘ let up on the defendant,” 
and th a t he had rejected the cfftr, saying 
th a t tlu re was not money enough under 
the control of the defendant to m ake him 
sw erve from h u duty. 
On the other hand, 
the defense proclaim ed th a t M oroney, hav­ 
ing learned th a t the defendant was a man 
of means, had endeavored to “ bleed him 
to th e tune of §2.700, to pay off a mortgage 
on th e house.” 
A fter several delays the 
cases were set for trial, w ith J. M. R oths­ 
child and D. J . M urphy (ex-1 >istrict A t­ 
torney) as defendant’s counsel. 
Separate 
trials were dem anded, and aleo a ju ry in 
each case. 
Finally dem urrers to the com­ 
plaints were sustained, in d new w arrants 
w ere sworn out and given to Moroney to 
serve. 
A t th at tim e Moroney and M urphy 
had some hot words about the cates. 
The 
new cases were set for trial again—this 
tim e for Novem ber 19th. 
On the ISth 
M oroney heard th at an attem p t was bsing 
m ade to 
BUY OKK HIS WITNESSES. 
H e then w ent, in company w ith Prosecut­ 
ing A ttorney W ilson, to the house of a 
M rs. W illiams, the m other of one of the 
girls who is to be exam ined in th e case, and 
aw aited the arrival of the man who had 
made an appointm ent w ith M rs. W illiam s. 
A t this house a man named John A. Car- 
dinell called, and after a few m om ents’ 
conversation w ith Mrs. W illiam s left. 
As 
he was passing out the officer and Mr. W il­ 
son saw him, and Mrs. W illiam s a t the 
same tim e handed Mr. W ilson §200 in gold, 
saying th a t C ardinell had given her th at 
am ount of money, and told her to instruct 
her daughter to testify in C ourt th at the 
only thing D olliver did w a3 to kiss her. 
Cardinell was arrested and charged w ith 
suiw rnation of perjury, b ut ho has not yet 
had an exam ination. 
Upon the occasion of 
the arrest of Cardinell, M oroney declared 
th a t a certain attorney, whose name he 
gave, had been to his house the night be­ 
fore, and had offered him tho sum of §2,0C0 
to get the witnesses a g aitst Dolliver out of 
the way. 
W hen the case again came up 
defendant was represented by D. J . M ur­ 
phy, J . M. Rothschild, George W. T yler and 
M. S. Horan. 
The taking of the testim ony 
began Novem ber 24th, and lasted sixteen 
days. 
THE TESTIMONY 
W as of a revolting character. 
The de­ 
fense was th a t the whole charge was an 
effort to blackm ail defendant. 
On the 
part of th e defense, M urphy and R oths­ 
child testified th a t Moroney had come to 
them w ith a proposition to settle the case 
for a m oney consideration. 
This was 
brought to th e knowledge of Moroney, 
who declared th a t these tw o attorneys had 
perjured them selves, and th a t when the 
case was through he would have them dis­ 
barred, arrested for perjury and sent to 
San Q uentin. 
These declarations were re­ 
ported to M urphy and R othschild, and 
served to increase th e b itter feeliDg. 
THE qCAIIREL BED IN.S. 
The ju ry failed to agree, and a second 
trial was ordered, at which, while the jurors 
were being examined, Moroney approached 
th e Prosecuting A ttorney and said to him, 
in a w hisper, “ I am told th a t if M urphy 
exam ines any of th e jurors at length, and 
s a v s ‘pass the ju ro r,’ these are hier.ris of 
his, and don’t you accept them .” 
He then 
stepped away a pace or two and made some 
rem ark, when A ttorney 
M urphy arose, 
and in a very positive tone said th a t at 
the very outset of the case he wanted it 
understood th at he did not w ant the arrest­ 
ing officer to m ake any rem arks concerning 
the gentlem en summoned as jurors, or the 
jurors who had served on the previous 
trial. 
“ I don’t,” said the attorney w ith 
much vehemence, “ propose to allow an 
A ustralian to bulldoze American citizens ia 
aa A m erican court.” 
A t this, Moroney 
sprang forw aid, and shaking his fist at the 
attorney, said excitedly : “ M urphy, yon 
can’t bulldoze me ; you can’t buy me. 
I ’m 
too h o n e st; th a t’s w hat’s tho m atter with 
you. 
I ’ll tell you right now, M urphy, 
th at you’ll find th a t I’m the to u g h en A us­ 
tralian th at you ever came across.” 
THE QUARREL PROGRESSES 
W hen the jury was selected and the o s e 
ordered tried w ith closed doors, Moroney 
declared against being excluded, and said 
if he was he’d send the witnesses all away, 
and th a t he w ouldn’t be abused aa he wa3 
at th e last tr ia l; th a t M urphy had villified 
him, and he w ouldn’t stand it, and couldn’t. 
On th e cross-exam ination of M oroney M ur­ 
phy asked tho questions. 
W itnesi said he 
came from A ustralia in 1S67 ; th a t he w ent 
there iu 
1S63 -or 1864. 
H e couldn’t or 
w ouldn’t tell th e name of the ship he 
either came on or w ent on, and said he iiad 
an object in not telling it, but finally 
said it was the II. M. W arfield, and th at 
he came on her in the fall of 1S63 ; th a t he 
was bound to a trade a t S jdney w ith P. 
M. R ustell & Co. 
H e was a driver ten 
years on a San Francisco street railroad, 
aad then was made a guard at the branch 
j lil, and la er at the House of Correction, 
then drove a car again, and then got on the 
police force. 
H e adm itted he had been 
: rrestcd, bu t denied being guilty of any 
charge. 
The Court would not perm it him 
to deny the specific charges of crime made 
against him in the questions of M urphy, 
but subsequently was allowed to say th a t 
he had beeu arrested for cheering for Kal- 
lcch. 
HOT BLOOD. 
Saturday momiDg, February 25th, when 
the case was resum ed and the defense 
opened, Mr. M urphy then made his open­ 
ing statem ent, in the course of which he 
said it would be th e province of the de­ 
fense to show th e case on trial was the 
outgrow th of a conspiracy, of which officer 
M oroney was the head and front, and th at 
he had sought to blackm ail Dolliver out of 
§2,750, of which §750 was for the witnesses 
and §2,000 for himself. 
Moroney heard 
this and was m uch 
excited. 
M urphy 
called B. F. N aphta’y, an attorney, as a 
witness, and said, on objection being made, 
“ I purpose to Bhow by the witness on the 
stand th a t the m orning after the arrest cf 
M r. Dolliver on this charge, th at officer 
M oroney, in this C ity Hall, and before the 
case was called in Court, w ent to the w it­ 
ness N aphtaly and 
told him 
of 
the 
arrest, and ef the nature of 
th e ac­ 
cusation, 
and 
asked 
him 
to 
go 
and 
see 
Dolliver, to get 
employed as 
his counsel, and if he could m ake arauge- 
merits w ith Dolliver th at the whole tran s­ 
action would b 9 quashed ; th at it would 
be dismissed ; th a t he was a rich m an— 
m erchant down tow n— had plenty of money, 
and he would stand it.” 
The offer was 
disallowed. 
M r. M urphy then called T. 
H . Craig, a Custom-house officer, who had 
official records w ith him, and Mr. M urphy 
offered to prove by him th a t no such ship 
as th e H . W . W arfield arrived in 1863 
from A ustralia, or any part, hence Moro­ 
ney, w hen he said th a t he arrived here, 
testified to th a t which he knew to be abso­ 
lutely false. 
The offer was ruled out. 
A 
lull here occurred while another witness 
was w aited for. 
THE TRAGEDY. 
A t 11:15 the door of the court room was 
thrown back violently and officer Moroney 
entered. 
The policeman is usnally nervous 
in his movements, but the haste with which 
he burst into the room attracted general 
attention, and almost every eye was fixed 
on him. 
He passed inside the threshold, 
and then, thrusting Doorkeeper Love aaide, 
brushed by Bailiff Apgar, and, before a soul 
could divine hi* purpoee, raised a pistol, 


which he m ust have held ready iu his hand, 
and fired a t M r. M urphy, who sat whispering 
w ith his colleague, Rothschild. 
The last 
m ovem ent of the assassin m ust have a t­ 
tracted Mr. M urphy’s notice, for sim ulta­ 
neously w ith the Hash of the pistol the 
counsel raised his head. 
By th¡3 uninten­ 
tional act M urphy saved hi3 life, for the 
bullet which was to have gone crashing 
through his hraia entered below the angle 
of the right jaw , in a direct line w ith the 
ear, and passed out of the neck near the 
angle of the left jaw . 
The assassin, appar­ 
ently full cf the ferocious resolution of 
m urder and anxious to improve the oppor­ 
tunity, attem pted to fire once more, but 
before he could pull th e trigger a second 
tim e fifty arm s were 
interposed. 
The 
Bailiff A pgar was th e first to hurl himself 
on the aasa3sin and attem p t to disarm him. 
M oroney resisted, bu t the Bailiff, w ith the 
assistance of officer Love, succeeded in 
pointing th e weapon tow ards the ceiling 
and obtaining possession of i t . " On the way 


TO THE rRJSON 
The prisoner resisted violently, drew a 
second pistol and shot throagh A pgai’s 
vest, the bnllet striking a m atch safe and 
glancing off. 
M oroney says he intended to 
kill himself. 
A pgar thinks he tried to 
shoot him. 
O thfrs say they beard M oro­ 
ney declare his intention to kill himself, 
and think the shot at A pgar was accidental. 
In prison he was excited and said : “ The 
public will bear me out in this m atter 
when they understand it. 
The whole 
trouble has been because I w ouldn’t take a 
bribe of §3,000 to let up on the case. 
No 
man has ever been driven as I ’ve been. I ’ve 
been called a thief and everything else. 
N othing’s been too bad to use tow ards me, 
because I ’ve tried to do w bat’s right. 
I 
haven’t been able to eat a meal or to sleep 
for the past four days, since this case has 
been up .” 
M oroney was appointed to the police 
force A pril 27, 1880, and is a native of 
A ustralia, 37 years of age and married. 
He has tw o children. 
THEIR WORDS. 
W hen M crphy fell th e blood gushed in 
a to rren t from his throat. 
H e exclaimed, 
as he fell, “ M urdered fo rdoing my duty 
to m y client.” 
M oroney in his cell fre­ 
quently expressed a hope th a t he had 
“ finished t h e ----------------------.” 
M urphy’s 
wound, a t first believed to be fatal, is now 
declared not necesarily so, though very 
serious. 
THE BULLET 
Passed very close to the carotid artery, and 
would have cut it and caused imm ediate 
death had not M urphy turned his head as 
the shot was fired. 
The bullet cnt th e ex­ 
ternal jugular vein, and the hemorrhage 
which resulted was rath er beneficial than 
otherw ise. 
Dr. Pierce had been treating 
Mr. M urphy for sore throat, and th e phy­ 
sician think3 th a t the only danger to the 
p atient will be from th at ailm ent. 
O ther­ 
wise his recovery" should be alm ost sure 
and rapid. 
Dr. M urphy thinks th at some 
of the muscles of the tongue have been cut, 
but says th a t such injury would not affect 
the p atien t’s Bpeech. 
D r. Pierce stated 
th at if the shooter had been practicing on 
an anatom ical chart for a year w ith a view 
to shooting a man in the neck and doing as 
little injury as possible, he could not have 
succeeded better. 
The bullet after leaving 
M urphy’s neck struck R othschild’s coat 
sleeve, w ent through, flattened on a cuff 
button and lodged in the liniDg of the cuff.
